WASHINGTON, May 31.—Por- 
traits of Lincoln and Coolidge will 
be the only decorations at the Kan- 
sas City convention hall when the 
Republicans convene there June 12. 
“There is no political significance 
in the use of President Coolidge’s 
picture on the platform,” said Mrs. 
Alvin T. Hert, chairman of the 
committee on decorations. “He is 
the leader of the party until some- 
body else is nam to take his 
place.” Both pictures will be eight 
or 10 feet high, and will be placed 
on either side of the back of the 
platform. Bunting anda few 
American flags will serve as_ the 
only other decorations, both to be 
so placed as not to obstruct the 
view of spectators in the gallery. 


TWO EXECUTED IN LONDON 
FOR KILLING OF CONSTABLE 


Three Women on Jury That Con- 
victed Them of Murder on Cir- 
cumstantial Evidence. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May  31.—William 
Henry Kennedy and Frederick Guy 
Brown were executed this morning 
for the murder of Constable Gut- 
terridge at Stapleford Abbots in 
September. Their conviction was 
hailed as a great triumph for Scot- 
land Yard. The men were picked 
up as automobile thieves in Jan- 
uary and shortly afterwards were 
charged with the murder. The 
evidence against them was largely 
circumstantial. With three wom- 
en on the jury, they were convict- 
ed on April 27. A woman also 
served with he prosecuting coun- 
sel. 

Kennedy was executed at 
Wandsworth Prison while his wife 
sat in a taxicab outside the prison. 
When the clock struck the fatal 
hour she broke down and, sobbing 
bitterly, had the chauffeur drive 
her away immediately. Brown was 
executed at Pentonville Jail.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Pres-} 
ident Coolidge has selected a sum- 
mer White House on the Brule 
River, about 29 miles from Supe- 
rior, Wis. He accépted the offer 
of Cedar Island Lodge, a summer 
residence of the late H. Clay 
Pierce, situated about six miles 
from Brule. The summer White 
House is about 12 hours from Chi- 
cago. 

In all . likelihood the White 
House executive offices will be es- 
tablished in Superior while the 
lodge will be merely the residence. 

The President as yet has not 
decided the exact date of his de- 
parture from Washington but it 
was said that he would leave 
Washington as soon as possible 
after June 11 when he is sched- 


uled to deliver the budget speech 
here. 


To Live in Island Bungalow. 


The estate surrounding the 
summer White House comprises 
several thousand acres mostly 
wooded but the actual living quar- 
ters of the President will be situ- 
ated on a small island little more 
than an acre in area reached from 
the mainiand by a narrow foot- 
bridge. Mr. Coolidge will occupy 
a one-story’ bungalow of white 
birch containing eight bedrooms. 
The dining room, kitchen and 
servants quarters are in a corre- 
sponding bungalow on the main- 
land at the opposite end of ithe 
footbridge. 


The estate is at an approximate 
altitude of 1000 feet. It commend- 
ed itself to Mr. Coolidge, it is un- 
derstood, because of the good 
fishing that is reported in the 
Brule river. In addition the tem- 
perature is coo], thus meeting an- 
other of the requirements for a 
summer presidential residence. 


Pierce Estate Rated One of Finest 
in Wisconsin. 
By the Associated Press. 

SUPERIOR, Wis., May 31.—A 
luxurious summer home in a for- 
est of pine and cedar overlooking 
the tumbling Brule River, a stream 
filled with trout, and only an 
hour’s fide by automobile from 
Superior, will be the Summer 
White House. Equipped with all 
modern conveniences, the estate 
of the late Henry Clay Pierce, St. 
Louls and New York financier, 
ranks as one of the most preten- 
tious in Wisconsin. The estate 
was offered to the President last 
summer. The President will have 
absolute privacy in the estate. 
More than 25 wild deer live in the 
woods of the estate. 

The President will have many 
opportunities to fish either in the 
stream or in nearby lakes. Brook 
trout, speckled trout, rainbow and 
steelheads are found in the brule 
and to catch 10-pound rainbows or 
steelheads is not uncommon. 

The estate has a private station 
on the line of the Duluth, South 
Shore & Atlahtic Railway. The 
President may get to the twin ports 
of Superior and Duluth in slightly 
more than an hour over good 
roads. 


Building Worth $200,000 on For- 
mer St. Louisan’s Estate. 

“Cedar Island Lodge” was built 
by Henry Clay Pierce about 35 
years ago. The owner spent his 
last three summers there, but 
previously had been kept away for 
long intervals by business in St. 
Louis, New York and elsewhere. 
Many St. Louisans have been guests 
there. 

“The most elegant place I ever 
saw,” was the description of the 
Place given by one St. Louis guest. 

Twenty lakes, stocked with game 
fish from hatcheries, dot the 5000- 
acre estate. Mr. Pierce was espe- 
cially proud of his white trout. A 
park stocked with deer is an- 
other feature. The rustic nature 
of the estate is emphasized in the 
birch bark trimming of the houses, 
which represent an investment of 
approximately $200,000. There is 
a large porch on which, it is ex- 
pected, the President will spend 
restful evenings. 


FRISCO MAKES JOINT RATE

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Secre- 
tary of War Davis announced today 
that the St. Louls-San Francisco 
Railroad had entered into an agreée- 
ment with the Inland Waterways

WINS U.S. BALLOON 
RACE: TWO KILLED 


Army Entry Lands at 
Weems, Va., After 275- 
Mile Flight—Lightning 
Hits Craft of 3 Racers. 


TWO MEN REPORTED 
DOWN ARE MISSING 


Van Orman’s Aid, Walter 
Morton and Lieut. Paul 
Evert of Army No. 3 Lose 
Lives in Electric Storm. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURG, Pa. May 31.— 
The national elimination balloon 
race, broken up soon after the 
start by a disastrous storm that 
killed two of the balloonists, today 
was at an end with the Army No. 
1 from Scott Field, Belleville, IIL, 
apparently the only bag to travel 
more than a few miles from the 
starting field. 

The Army No. 1 landed at 
Weems, Va., at 6:10 o’clock this 
morning, race headquarters here 
were advised in a telegram from 
the pilot, Capt. E. W. E. Kepner. 
Weems is about 275 .miles from 
Pittsburg. Capt. Kepner made no 
mention of the storm that left two 
dead and several injured balloon- 
ists and 13 destroyed or disabled 
baloons. Kepner and his aid, Lieut. 
W. O. Bareckson were the only 
contestants to pass out of the storm 
area centered within a few miles of 
Bettis Field here, where the bags 
took off late yesterday. 

Two Flyers Still Missing. 

The army balloon apparenty had 
won the race and the right to en- 
ter the International Derby next 
month. Race officials said, how- 
ever, that the winner would not be 
announced until all of the flights 
had been considered. 

Apprehension that Pilot C. A. 
Palmer and Aid J. W. Mell, both 
of Akron, O., may have met with 
serious mishap in the storm was 
expressed at race headquarters 
here today as hours passed without 
definite word from the two airmen. 

Palmer and ‘ Mell; flying the 
American Business Club of Akron 
entry, were reported down at Ban- 
ning, a mining town in Westmore- 
land County, last night, but at bal. 
loon headquarters today it was said 
this report had not been. verified 
and efforts to get in touch with 
persons who reported the landing 
were unavailing. Race officials 
were unable to say from what 
source the report of the safe land- 
ing had come. 

West Newton police said that a 
balloon passed over that place late 
last night and the occupants were 
heard to shout from the basket. 
The bag was not identified. The 
police had received no _ reports 
from Banning that a balloon had 
landed there. 

Van Orman’s Leg Broken. 

The race brought death to Lieut. 
Paul Evret, pilot of Army No. 3 
of Langley Field, Va., and Walter 
Morton of Akron, O., aid to Ward 
T. Van Orman, also of Akron, when 
the Army No. 3 and Van Orman’s 
balloon, the Goodyear V, fell vic- 
tims, along with eleven other bags. 
of lightning bolts and a wind storm 
over the adjoining counties of Fay- 
ette and Westmoreland. 

Such a storm had not been en- 
countered in 18 years of national 
balloon competition, veteran aero- 
nauts said. 

Van Orman was in a _  hos- 
pital with a fractured left leg, suf- 
fered when his balloon struck the 
ground with great force after being 
hit by lightning. Morton’s skull 
was fractured at the same time. 


Evert’s Aid Uninjuared. 

Evert met death when struck Dy 
lightning as the Army No. 3 float- 
ed 1000 feet in the air. The bolt 
also fired the big bag, which fell to 
earth and was consumed. Evert’s 
aid, Lieut. U. G. Ent of Northum- 
berland, Pa., was unhurt. 

James F. Cooper. Akron, O., aid 
on the City of Cleveland, was 
shocked and suffered burns when 
lightning pierced his balloon. He 
was in a Westmoreland hospital, 
where his condition was reported 
as fair. Carl K. Wollam, Akron, 
pilot of the Cleveland entry, es- 
caped. 

Several of the balloonists were 
slightly cut and bruised as their 
craft came to earth, sometimes 
voluntarily, as the storm grew 
more and more severe and again 
as the basket caught in trees or 
on wires as the bags were forced 
to the ground. All came dowa 
within the comparatively small 
area of two counties—Westmore- 
land and Fayette.

TWO MORE PLANES 


TO JOIN IN SEARCH 


Steamer Expected to Leave 


OSLO, Norway, May 31.—With 
the sealer Hobby steaming north 
with the first expedition to seek 
the missing dirigibie Italia by air, 
another vessel was being made 
ready today to carry two other air- 
planes into the North. 

The Norwegian Government took 
over the steamer Ingefour, which is 
ordinarily engaged in the coal 
trade at Spitzbergen, to transport 
the navy airplanes. It is expected 
she will leave tomorrow for Spitz- 
bergen. The Ingefour, 6200 tons. 
is strongly built and considered fit 
to forge her way through the ice. 

She will proceed along the coast 
acting as a mother ship to aviators 
who will make scouting trips over 
the ice-bound Arctic The air- 
planes will be piloted by Capt. 
Riiser-Larsen, who is in charge of 
rescue plans, and Lieut. Leif Diet- 
richsen, both of whom accom- 
panied Roald Amundsen on his 
Polar expedition in 19265. 

Lieut. Luetzow Holm, following 
plans drg~n up by Riiser-Larsen 
and the Ministry of Defense, will 
explore the northern section of 
Spitzbergen from the air. He is 
now aboard the sealer Hobby with 
his airplane and en route to Spitz- 
bergen. 

The Hobby will stop at Advent 
Bay and take aboard ten dogs, a 
sled and supplies and two men, the 
leader mamed Tandberg and a 
hunter named Noeis. The Hobby 
will join the Citta di Milano, which 
returned to Kings Bay after en- 
countering strong winds, severe 
cold and impassable ice floes in an 
attempt to search for the Italia. 
The Hobby and Citta di Milano 
will go north together and put the 
dog team and some men ashore to 
start to the east. 

The general opinion is that the 
Italia ig no longer in the air. but 
explorers have found it hard to 
arrive at any definite conclusion 
as to where she might have come 
down, 


Messages intercepted yesterday 
by the United States Naval Radio 
Station at Cordova, signed “No- 
bile” and “Amedec”™ evidently were 
from the brother of the Italian ex- 
plorer, lost now a week on the 
Italia in the Arctic, observers said.

Heflin going before the 
committee this afternoon, . tes- 
tified that he was “firmly of the 
opinion” that a great deal of 
money had been spent on behalf 
of Smith’s candidacy for the presi- 
dency.

Heflin suggested that the com- 
mittee summon the editor of the 
Washington News, Scripps-Howard 
publication, and ask by what ar- 
rangement that paper published ihe 
life of Smith entitled, “Up From 
the Street.” 


“J also want you to interrogate 
Albert Fox as to what. arranz©- 
ments were made with him or Mr. 
Ned McLean, who was connected 
with the Fall and Doheny scandal, 
whereby Fox went about the coun- 
try boosting Al Smith and claim- 
ing delegates for him,” said Hef- 
lin.

Heflin also suggested that the 
committee find out what papers 
had changed hands recently, men- 
tioning two in Alabama, the 
Birmingham Age Herald and the 
Montgomery Advertiser. 

reek changed hands and short- 
ly afterwards came out for Al 
Smith,” he said. 

The Alabaman also requested 
that Charles B. Teadiy of Mont- 
gomery be summoned because he 
went to New York before the 
Smith campaign opened.

Smith. You can ask Senators 
Blaine and La Follette.”’ 

Reading from a newspaper story 
that Frank J. Hale of New York, 
was losing $500 a week running 
the magazine “Politics” here op- 
posing Herbert Hoover and sup- 
porting Gov. Smith, Heflin said, 
“there is food for thought.” 

Heflin said both the Smith and 
Hoover campaigns were so con- 
ducted as to lead him to. believe 
that funds were “being covered 
up.” 

Adverting to the reports of the 
Hoover managers that only $312.- 
745 had been spent on behalf of 
Hoover, Heflin said that it was 
much more than that.

C.) News and Observer, and tha 
Winston-Salem Journal, read a 
statement to the committee ex- 
plaining the basis on which he pub- 
lished a story of the “Smith Gum- 
shoe Campaign” in that State. 

“For that I have no apology to 
make,” he said. 

Livingston denied that he had 
supplied the committee or anyone 
else with names or information as 
to the situation in North Carolina, 
aside from his news dispatches tell- 
ing of a “secret” Smith organiza- 
tion. He also denied that he hail 
been ee by anybody for politicat 
work.' ' 

Livingston said the Smith organ- 
ization in North Carolina had de- 
fied its very existence.

Lands at Long Beach, Cal., on

LONG BEACH, Cal., May 31.— 
Cel’ Charles A. Lindbergh landed 
his monoplane at the municipal 
airport here at 2:10 a. m. today, 
completing a cross-country flight 
from New York. 

A few persons who hastened to 
the field when landing lights 
flashed on, rushed up to the plane 
as Lindbergh stepped out. He 
waved them back and declined to 
discuss his flight from Curtiss 
Field, N. Y. 

Lindbergh, with Colonel-Major 


Thomas Lanphier of Selfridge 
Field, Mich., and Col. Harry 
Breckenridge, his attorney, imme- 
diately left for a hotel. They told 
the clérk to inform callers they 
did not wish to be disturbed. No 
comment was forthcoming &s to 
the time required for the 400- 
mile flight from Grand Canyon, 
Ariz., where they had dinrer. last 
night. 

Leaving Curtiss Field, L. I., at 
6:25 a. m. Tuesday (Eastern 
daylight saving time), Lindbergh 
landed in Wichita at 17:55 pp. 
m. (Central Standard time). 
He made the flight in three 
hops, stopping at Columbis and 
Dayton, O., and St. Louis. From 
Wichita he continued to Amarillo, 
Tex., and Grand Canyon, Ariz. 

Lindbergh made the trip to map 
a route for Trans-continental Air 
Transport, Inc., of which he is 
chairman of the technical commit- 
tee. 


Lindbergh Lost Two Hours on Last 
Leg of Flight.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 31.— 
A dispatch from Long Beach to the 
Times here today says Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh, who caused his 
friends some anxiety when he was 
reported overdue on a flight from 
Grand Canyon, Arizona, was lost 
and cruised for nearly two hours 
above the hilis surrounding the 
Standard Oil Co.’s beacon near 
Merced, Cal. 

The dispatch says that the flyer, 
finally seeing the beacon, made an 
unsuccessful attempt to land at 
Merced. He did not land in Los 
Angeles, it was learned, because 
none of the airports here displayed 
the beacon he expected to find. 

That he was able to land at Long 
Beach shortly afterward was due 
to the thoughtfulness of police 
there who heard the roar of the 
motor and telephoned the custo- 
dian of the field.

Louis County, sponsored by the 
Manufacturers and Merchants’ As- 
sociation and various business and 
civic organizations, yesterday ad- 
dressed letters to Judge Mulloy and 
to Circut Judge Rosskopf, in charge 
of the St. Louis grand jury, ask- 
ing for grand jury investigations 
of bombings in both the city and 
county. 

In addition to this letter, Judge 
Mulloy has received several letters 
from individuals and organizations 
asking for some action to check the 
bombings. 

It is understood the Citizens’ 
Committee has been conducting an 
investigation and will have evidence 
to present to the grand juries, in 
the hope of obtaining indictments 
against persons responsible for the 
destruction of property.

COST OF CORN 1$ ORDERED 


By the Associated Press. — 


WASHINGTON, May 3). — An 
investigation into relative produ:- 


‘tion costs and other data concern- 
ing the corn industry in the United 
States and the countries in prin- 
cipal competition for the Ameri- 
can market has been ordered for 
June 28 by the Tariff Commission. 

A tentative survey of cost data 
and other factors entering into the 
world’s corn crop has been pre- 
pared by the commission in re- 
sponse to the demands of farm or- 
ganizations for protection against 
foreign growers, principally those 
of Argentina. The American farm 
groups seek an increase in the 
tariff rates from 15 to 22% cents 
per bushel, which the President is 
asked to order under the flexible 
provisions of the tariff act. 

The commission’s investigators 
were unable to obtain data as to 
the cost of growing corn in Argen- 
tina because of objections from 
that Government, but in a study 
embracing eight ‘of the principal 
states, placed the average domes- 
tie net cost at $.676 for bushel, in- 
cluding delivery at the elevator, 
interest on land and other capital.

ON THIRD DAY OF 
~ BELGRADE RIOTS 


Student | Demonstrations 
Against Proposed Treaty 
to Give Italy a Grip on 
Dalmatia Continue. | 


By the Associated Press, 

BELGRADE, May 31.—Belgrade 
passed through a night of terror, 
and this morning there were many 
signs of destruction. Encounters 
between police and students op- 
posed to ratification of the Net- 
tuno convention, permitting Italy 
to get a grip on the Dalmatian 


coast, lasted from 8 o’clock last 
evening until daylight today. This 
was the third day of the anti- 
Italian riots. 

Swords, revolvers, bayonets, 
rifles, clubs, bricks and all sorts 
of missiles were freely used. Thir- 
ty-two students and nine gen- 
darmes were wounded. Some of 
them seriously. Seventeen students 
were arrested, but liberated when 
police feared their comrades would 
attempt to rescue them by vio- 
lence. Forty-three workmen, who 
joined the students, were impris- 
oned. 

Many mounted police were 
dragged from their horses by the 
students and almost trampled to 
death under the hoofs of the stam; 
peding animals, 

When the students’ ammuni- 
tion, which consisted mostly of 
bricks, clubs and bludgeons, with 
revolvers in the hands of some, 
became exWausted, enraged youths 
forcibly entered the Imperial Czar 
restaurant, *where diplomats are 
accustomed to meet, and, mount- 
ing to the second floor, hurled ta- 
bles, chairs, marble slabs, chan- 
deliers and even the grand piano 
on the heads of the police. 

Fearing that the further use of 
firearms would cause wholesale 
bloodshed, the police summoned 
the Fire Department, which with | 
the aid of ladders drove the stu- 
dents from the hotel by drenching 
them with water. Every window 
in the hotel was smashed; the fur- 
niture was demolished and the 
building wrecked.

‘PENETRATION’ OF SCHOOLS 


Statement Characterizes Charges as ‘Basically

erly criticising . and condemning 
public ownership, that textbooks 
have been written or rewritten by 
authors subsidized by the public 
utilities, and that professors have 
been paid to write utilities propa- 
ganda into books on economics and 
civics.”’ Such conclusions were 
said to be “unwarranted by the 
evidence so far introduced and are 
basically untrue.” ; 
Goverhment Ownership Literature. 
As. for iterature combating 
Government ownership and opera- 
tion propaganda, Gadsden said 
this, of course, had been distribut- 
ed somewhat widely. The charge 
that textbooks had been formally 
introduced in the schools by pub- 
lic utilities. representatives dijrect- 
ly or indirectly, however, was with- 
out foundation, he said, adding:

“Moreover,” he continued, “pri- 
vate initiative has been the rule 
in the United States and its re- 
sults have seemed to justify it as 
the American system.” 

He said that representatives of 
gas. electric, street railway and 


telephone companies had ’ tro 
time to time examined caosi-beaiia 
used in some of the public schools 
and occasionally had found “incor- 
rect statements relating to the 
utilities, obsolete material and 
omissions of essentials.” 

“In some instances,” he said, 
“also distinct propaganda favor- 
able to Government ownership, ac- 
companied by unfair attacks upon 
the privately owned utilities, were 
discovered.” _ 

Cases of “Biased Material.” 

Such conditions had been called 
to the attention of school authori- 
ties and publishers, he continued, 
and in some cases the “biased ma- 
terial” was eliminated by the re- 
sponsible parties. 

It was further declared that 
public utility companies had been 
requested by university, college and 
school authorities to assist in “as- 
sociating the theories taught in ed- 
ucational institutions with the ac- 
tualities of the business world,” 
that the companies had thrown 
open their plants to inspection by 
teachers and students, and had 
given vacation employment to 
hundreds of young men who plan 
to enter the business after com- 
pleting their education. 

The companies also had fur- 
nished to teachers, not students, 
Gadsden said, pamphlets explain- 
ing the business of operating gas 
and electric plants, carrying on 
telephone communication and op- 
erating electric railways. These 
were described as informatory 
booklets containing historical and 
technical data and “statements of 
fact as to which there can be lit- 
tle, if any, dispute.” 

“Everyone will agree,” he con- 
tinued, “that in publications to be 
used in any manner in the schools, 
controversial matters should be 
eliminated so far ag possible and 
prejudice and bias strictly avoided.” 

“Will Fairly Stand the Test.” 


“In this respect,” he said, “the 
pamphlets I have examined will 
fairly stand the test.”

These people are with- 
out food and must be cared for or they will die of 
starvation. Sons are killing their parents to keep

Bowers, the Democratic Keynoter 
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PALM TREES IN ST. LOUIS COUNTY; = 


A Closeup of Claude G. Bowers as He Appeared in Washington on the Occasion of 
the Jackson Day Dinner; Slight of Weight, High of Brow, He Made a Vibrant, 
Stirring Speech That Brought the Audience to the Edge of Its Chairs.

ELE Jackson speaker arose. His appear- 

anmce bore out the sad anticipations of 

the diners. He was short of. stature, 
slight of weight, hich of brow—just what 
cartoonists have taught the public to ex- 
pect historians and writers to be. He 
epened his mouth. At the first syllable. 
every sensitive listener recognized that pe- 
culiar timbre of voice that expresses vi- 
tality, emanates magnetism, and has the ca- 
Fecity, under the right circumstances, to 
start physical thrills up and down the spine. 
At the end of the first four sentences, every 
listener knew this speaker had appeal for 
the intellect as well as for the emotions. 
The opening sentences were: 


One hundred years ago today. con- 
ditions in America had created a para- 
mount issue—shall the Government be 
restored to the people, or shall it be 
made an instrumentality of monopoly 
for the  expicitation of the average 
man? One hundred years ago this 
year, Andrew Jackson rallied the peo- 
ple to & memorable battle for the 
preservation of popular government 
and the subordination of money to 
man. The people responded, and An- 
drew Jackson won. And now, after 
just a hundred years, that paramount 
issue is back again: and the times de- 
mand that the party that Jackson led 
shall dedicate itself anew to the prin- 
ciples he fought for. and the policies 
he wrought for, and the victory he 
achieved. 

Among the 1200 or more men and women 
who listened to Claude Bowers, probably 
there was not one to whom it had occurred 
that there might be any analogy between 
Andrew Jackson's day and Calvin Coei- 
idige’s. That was 100 years ago and con- 
ditions, ome took it for granted, had changed 
utterly; the very spirit of the American 
people had fundamentally altered. Preb- 
ably nome of the diners, as they entered 
the room, had thought of the party as 
Paving any paramount issue or paramount 
concern; other than prohibition and its at- 
tendant prejudices or conviectiong; But now 
Mr. Bowers went on with a apeech in which 
neither the word “prohibition” nor the 
word “religion” was mentioned. And the 
exclusion was not merely a part of the 
mechani¢m for harmony. Mr. Bowers did 
rot put any issues aside; he erected a new 
issue, by the device of vitalizing a 100-year- 
old one. He told the story of Andrew 
Jackson's fight against the old United 
States Bank and its president, Nicholas 
Biddie of Philadelphia, and the forces of 
Property ang conservatism and respecta- 
bility lined up behind the bank and Biddle: 

When Andrew Jackson assumed the 
leadership of his party, political power 
had been concentrated into the hands 
of a comparative few, acting under 
the inspiration of the most powerful 
moneyed institution that this nation 
had then known. This imvisible gov- 
ermment was dictating policies to the 
representatives of the people. It was 
maintaining a lobby here in Washing- 
ten that had become more inflivential 
in the molding of legislation than pub- 
lic opinion, or the President. Through- 
eut the country it controlled to q ¢on- 
siderable extent the press and the 
asencics of propagande. in. aimeost 
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every city of any size it had its so- 
called nonpartisan societies and ciubs, 
responsive te the wil! of the financial 
dictator of the nation. Through the 
instrumentality of the bank it coerced 
business men, dependent upon credit, 
into the doing ef its will. Through 
the subserviency of the protected in- 
dustries it was intimidating toilers fn 
elections. And by throwing over the 
system a glamour of snobbery, and by 
superciliously assuming a superiority 
of culture, it had seduced or dragooned 
a large part of the intelligentsia into its 
ranks. Thus the Jacksonians found the 
financiers against them, the benefi- 
ciaries of governmental graft against 
them, the greater portion of the press 
against them, a large per cent of the 
professional intellectuals against them. 

And against this combination, with all 

its money and prestige of power. Jack- 

son led the people to a victory that lit- 
erally preserved popular government 
for posterity and gave reality to the 

Democratic philosophy of Jefferson. 

One listened. One thriiled. The diners 
came forward te the edges of their chairs. 
They applauded. They cheered. They rose 
and cheered. Will Regers, the humorist, 
rroved almost to ecstasy at discovering a 
new recruit for the fraternity of successful 
speakers, leaned down between tire of his 
Indian cheers to call out to a feiend: “Say, 
that little guy’s a regular fellow; he's go- 
ing to get somewhere.”

Filappers hold no charm 
for him. If he appears in public

sort. And he continues to speaz 
of Jack Dempsey as Mr. Dempsey.
